DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to tine Decision on Appeal: 5/12/201 1 . 

Claims 1-16 are pending in the case. Claims 1 , 7, and 13 are independent 

claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In dependent 
claims 1 , 7 and 1 3, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of 
record. Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the 
combination of following limitations: 

mapping for a user in a data communications application a domain name of a 
network host to a DNS network address for a preferred DNS server, wherein the 
preferred DNS server has a host network address for the domain name, and wherein 
mapping the domain name to the DNS network address for the preferred DNS server 
further comprises receiving from a user the domain name for the network host having 
the domain name registered on the preferred DNS server and receiving from the user 
the DNS network address for the preferred DNS server; routing to the preferred DNS 
server a DNS request for the host network address of the network host, the DNS 
request including the domain name of the network host. 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of 
the corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable.
